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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The objection to trademarks and their use is 
withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendment and remarks filed 02/02/09. Applicant's remarks are considered as to the unamended claims 
in which Applicant argues that the prior art of record either singularly or in combination fail to teach a small injectable cylindrical rod which is 
solid as opposed to paste or porous material and useful for controlling embolism are unpersuasive. First, the claims are not directed for 
controlling embolism as argued. Second, the Examiner indicated that the combined teachings of the prior art has the same composition 
useful for the same purposes as claimed. The only differences between the claimed invention and the prior art is the selection of a 
cylindrical rod which is within the ordinary skill in the art to which this invention pertains to select the cylindrical rod claimed because it 
would involve nothing more than an arbitrary matter of experimental design choice to select the appropriate shape over another since a 
cylindrical rod is a shape of a material that would not change the composition. With respect to claim 92, the Examiner acknowledges that 
claim 92 was not included in the rejection because of typographical error. Thus, the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over the prior art of 
record for claims 72, 74, 75, 81-83, 92, 96-99, 101-103, 105, 107 and 113-116 is maintained for the reasons set forth in the previous Office 
action. 
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
